b. At the request of Mr. Vance, a team composed of an 
N2O Staff reprecentative, a security officer from Dixcctor, 
Program A, and ona from Director, Progprem B, were sent to the 
IHSC to arrive at a recommendation as to disposition of the 
differences in socurity practices and procedures in existing 
coatracts and in the contract proposed by General Greer. Ths

practices proposed by General Greer were an exact interpretation
